In counties of 33,000 or less a new 
educational service region must 
be formed by August 1077. h 

Dr. petty says because of its 
size. Lake County will remain a 
service region) of its own. "Our 
population is expected to ' total 
around 400,000 this year. 

The superintendent of the edu- 
cational service region is charged 
with supervision and control over 
all schools. His responsibilities 
are somewhat divided among the 
individual -school boards and the 
state superintendent of. public in- 
struction.

This certainly docs not apply to 
federal government, where only 
the right .to vote for the president 
and vice-president, and for sena- 
tors and representatives in Con- 
gress'; represent the "citizens* di- 
rect interest and influence in gov- 
ernment. The vast' majority •jpf 
people, may; not -see their --repre- 
sentatives in federal government 
even at election time, except ih 
the newspapers and on ■ television .

government. Very few people 
within the "stale sec their repre- 
sentatives or state governmental 
officials with any. regularity.
